After Sert&tor 


Harding's cloudy eloquence "nnd elusive phrasing, it is refreshing to got a 
speech of acceptance that is straightforward, explicit, bold and clear. 


The speech at once topples over the whole series of fantastic imaginings 


with which the Republicans have been comforting their hearts. 
Governor 


Cox was going to have difficulty in reconciling his position with that of the 
President. 
He was going to minimize th'e i^sue of the League of Nations; 


would be found pussyfooting on thr> Democratic platform; and would Have to 
dodge and straddle in order to hold together the diverse elements of his sup- 
port. 
But the plain tale of the speech of acceptance Immodiatly puts all this 


dov,*n. Governor Cox commits himself in the fullest way to the League. In 
language which no one can mistake he declares: "The first duty of the new 
Administration clearly will bo the ratification of the Treaty." Referring to 
the League of Nations, he Fays: "Senator Harding, as the Republican 
ear^jfli- 


date, proposes in plain words that wo remain out of it. As the Democratic 
candidate, I favor going in. 
That is flat-footed enough. 
If the Republicans 


wanted the issue squarely joined?they have got it. And they have also g(H, it 
is evident, a man who will keep them busy defending themselves and explain- 
ing and apologizing until November. 
Governor Cox has, by his courageous 


and direct speech, taken the initiative in the campaign, and plainly intends to 
keep it. 


If Americans were merely standing by as spectators at the contest, they
